NEW BASIS OF TRADE 


Reciprocity Agreement Made 
with France. 


IS EFFECTIVE ON JUNE 1. 


Proclamation on the Subject Is 
Issued by McKinley. 


TEXT OF THE DOCUMENT. 


* Washington, D. C., May 30.—The President 
late this afternoon issued the following proc- 
lamation, relative to reciprocity with France: 

** By the President of the United States of 
America—Proclamation: 

“ Whereas, Pursuant to section 3 of the 
act of Congress approved July 24, 1897, enti- 
tled ‘An act to provide revenue for the gov- 
ernment and to enccurage the industries of 
the United States,’ the governments of the 
United States and of the French republic 
have in the spirit of amity, and with a desire 


to improve their commercial relations, en- - 


tered into a commercial agreement in which 
reciprocal and equivalent concessions have 
been in the judgment of the President se- 
cured according to the provisions of said 
section, whereby the following articles of 
commerce, being the products and manufac- 
tures of the United States, are to be admit- 
ted into France on and after the ist day of 
June, 1898, at the minimum rate of duty, not 
exceeding the rates respectively appearing 
in the following table—namely:

‘“‘It is further declared that the rates 6f

The above is the first commercial agree 
ment entered into under section III. of the 
Dingley tariff Jaw. The negotiations have 
been pending for the last eight months, and, 
after many vicissitudes, were concluded 5n 
Saturday last when Ambassador Cambon, 
in behalf of France, and John Kasson, reci- 
procity commissioner for the United States, 
affixed their signatures to the formal agree- 
ment.: It. -makes important changes in the 
tariff rates op a D r of articles constl- 
tuting the chief trade between this country 
and France. 

The particular advantages secured by the 
United States are on meat products and 
lard compounds, France reducing her rates 
one-half on meat products and about one- 
third on lard compounds. The chief benefits 
to France are ina reduction in rates on 
brandies, stilled wine, vermuth, and works 
of art. There is no reduction in the rate on 
champagnes, although the Dingley law con- 
templated a reciprocity reduction on cham- 
pagnes in®*case mutual concessions were 
given. 

The conclusion of the agreement is a 
source of general congratulation among the 
officials of the State department and of the 
French Embassy. Several reciprocity nego- 
tiations have been in progress, and it was 
thought those with Great Britain were likely 
to be concluded fifst. 

Aside from the tariff changes made by the 
new agreement, the convention is regarded 
as significant in showing the good will ex- 
isting between the United States and France. 

The benefit of the French minimum tariff 
which is granted to various products of the 
soil and industry of the United States is 


especially advantageous to Western indus- 
tries, including the large meat packing ‘n- 
dustries of Chicago, Kansas City, Omaha, 
and St. Louis. :

London, May 80.—The Earl of Jersey, one 
of the noted Earls of England, a descendant 
of Henry VIII., and a power in the Liberal 
party, sends the following letter: 

_“*No. 48 Grosvenor place—Dear Sir: My 
sympathies are entirely with the United 
States in this war. For years the 
Cuban sore has been allowed by Spain 
to fester. It seems doubtful if gen- 
uine efforts have been made to cure 
it. How could strong, high-minded peo- 
ple permit this crying evil to be indef- 
initely prolonged at their door? The United 
States, I like to think, feels that it has 
the will to put an end to.this state of af- 
fairs; that it has the power to do so; and, 
further, that it is determined, after repeated 
warning, to exercise its power and bid the 
oppressor stay his hand. 

“This action, under the circumstances, 
merits, in my judgment, the approval of 
the Anglo-American alliance which, in the 


immediately practicable, but I sincerely 
hope that the English-speaking people on 
both sides of the Atlantic will be more and 
more closely allied in sentiment and in all 


happiness, and progress of mankind. 

“It seems to me that a good understand- 
ing between the British Empire and the 
United States would be the greatest security 
for peace. There may be some acrid poll- 
ticlans whose aim it is to sow dissensions 
between these two countries, but I firmly be- 
lieve that on our side there is a strong de- 
sire to work out our destinies in harmonious 
concert with our American kinsfolk. All 
words and acts which tend to cement the 
friendships, private and national, between 
the two peoples I shall hail with delight.

The Marquis of Bristol sends the following 
letter: 

‘Dear Sir: I am anxious for peace, and 
have always labored for it to the best of my 
ability, and have been anxious to secure a 
treaty of arbitration between this country 
and the United States.

Alliances are the offspring of the 
inception of states, and are for govern- 
ments of nations to consider. Personally, I 
should be glad to see a treaty of defense be- 
tween Great Britain and Ameriea, but the 
good understanding which I belleve exists 
at the present time between the two nations 
is a great joy to me.

ALLEGED ELDEST SON OF CURTIS E. 
ROBINSON TURNS UP IN TEXAS. 


Though Long Ago Given Up as Dead, 


He Asserts He Has Merely Been Ab- 
sent, and Now Expects = Come to 
Chicago and Take a Fortune of 
$1,000,000 from His Father’s Estate 
—Story of the Man’s Life Since His 
Disappearance Told by Lawyers. 


A sensational turn has been given to the 
Htigation now pending in regard to the 
Curtis E. Robinson estate by the announce- 
ment that Frederick N. Robinson, the eldest 
son, who was believed to have died nearly 
twenty years.ago, is alive in Texas and will 
shortly come to Chicago to claim a fortune 
of $1,000,000, Frederick Robinson. it is said, 
was last heard of in 1879, when his aunt 
received a letter from him dated at Sa- 
vannah;, announcing that he was tired of 
roving and intended to go North in a few 
days. 

Curtis E. Robinson, who was well known 
large property 
owner, died in 1892 at his home, 3150 Wa- 
bash avenue. Since his death a fight for the 
fortune has been waged between Robinson's 
children and the brothers and sisters of the 
decedent. The unlooked for development 
occurred a short time ago, when the law 
firm of Smith, Helmer, Moulton & Price 
asked Judge Dunne for leave to enter the 
appearance of Frederick N. Robinson. 
Owing to contestants’ objection the appear- 
ance was not entered, and the parties in- 
terested are now awaiting the advent of the 
man claiming to be the long lost heir. 


_ Story of the Claimant. 


Frederick A. Smith of Smith, Helmer, 
Moulton & Price recently traveled to a 
small town near Houston, Tex., and had an 
interview with Robinson, who insisted he 
was the rightful heir, and made affidavit to 
that effect. He said he had resided in Texas 
for six years, arid had previously led a 


roving life, but denied he had written to his | 


aunt in In this important detail his 


story differs from the staten:.ents contained . 


in the legal records. He further told Mr. 
Smith that after leaving the sea he led a 
roving life in the Southern States. \ He said 
he was informed of his father’s death by a 
traveling salesman connected with a Chi- 
cago firm. After some years’ delay he 
placed the matter in the hands of a Houston 
lawyer, who at once communicated. with 
Smith, Helmer, Moulton & Price. 

According to the lawyers there were few 
discrepancies in the man’s story, though:‘it 
is admitted his memory is defective on some 
points, as the result of a sunstroke in New 
Orleans some years ago. It is said that 
both parties to the litigation pending con- 
cede .t claim of Frederick Robinson, if his 
identity’ can be established. The brothers 
and sisters shortly after their tather’s 
death employed detectives to search the 
world for the missing heir, China and 
Australiavbeing among the countries vis- 
ited. The search was at length relinquished, 
and Frederick N. Robinson was given up for 


dead. 


Seeks to Interplead. 


A few weeks ago the lawyers for the par- 
ties in the suit received the following notice: 
You are hereby notified that we have been re- 
tained by Frederick N. Robinson, the only heir 
‘at law of Curtis E. Robinson, deceased, and that 
we shall make application to the Circuit Court 
of Cook County on behalf of said Frederick N, 
Robinson to make him a party defendant in the 
above entitled cause and for leave to file necessary 
pleadings therein as soon as the proper papers 
can be prepared. 
According to Robinson's attorneys, he was 
due to arrive in Chicago on May 1, and that 
he has not yet appeared is explained by the 
statement that he is ill. ' 
Curtis E. Robinson settled in Chicago in 
1866, having previously, it is said, worked 
as a'laborer in a small town in Massachu- 
setts. Frederf€k N. Robinson was born 
about’ 1860, and a few years later, it is said, 
Curtis Robinson and his wife separated 
permanently. About 1875 he introduced to 
his friends as his wife, Johannah Dacker- 
mann, who had three children by a former 
husband. Two of the children, it is said, 
died, and the third, a boy, who was k‘d- 
naped in 1870, has not been heard of sincc.

Few people are aware that among the 
rites of the Roman Catholic Church, which 
have been retained by the Anglican Church, 
or State Church of Engiand, are those of 
major and minor excommunication. Until 
a few years ago they carried with them in 
England all sorts of penalties of a legal and 
civic character, such as incompetency to 
serve on a jury, to give valid testimony in 
any court of law, or to bring any action 
for the recovery of property or of money. 
In fact, the excommunicated man was not 
merely an outlaw in the eyes of the church 
and of‘society, but also in those of the law 
of the land. 
These additional penalties have now been 


abolished by statute. The excommunicated 


man does not become ipse facto an outlaw, 
legally speaking, and the worst that the 
church can do for him is to have him sen- 
tenced through the ecclesiastical courts to 
an imprisonment not exceeding six months in 
duration. 

IT call attention to this fact because the 
other day the Cathedral of Lichfield was 
the scene of the public excommunication of 
the Rev. Gerald Hayward by the Lord Bishop 
of Lichfield. The offense of which the de- 


-T linquent clergyman has been found guilty 


by a consistory court was that of impruprie- 
ty, on the ground of which hewas “ entirely 
removed, deposed, and degraded from the 


‘office of priest and deacon respectively in 


the Church of England, and excommuni- 
cated and cut off from communion with the 
congregation of Christian men, from par- 
ticipation in the Sacraments, and from the 
company of all Christians, until such time 
as he should give his Bishop sufficient signs 
of repentance of his notorious sin which had 
caused such a grave scandal to the church.” 

The dean and chapter of the cathedral, as 
well as a large congregaiion, were present 
at the ceremony, which was exceedingly im- 
pressive, the grand old cathedral being in- 


ber black hangings. te 
I may mention that, although excommu- 


nication is authorized by the “ thirty-nine 
articles "" which form the constitution of the 
Church of England, yet, owing to the fact 
that the excommunication service is not 
compriged .in the ordinary prayer book, few 
people, even among those belonging to the
